The Streets Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen recommended 
today that 12 projects for opening 
or widening of streets be dropped.

of State Linking Him to 
Policeman’s Killing. 


RESTS CASE 


Defendant Alleged to Have 
Been Driver of Auto in 
Which Convicted Slayer 
Meant to Escape. 


The State rested this afternoon 
in the murder trial of Marion M. 
Stephens after reading to the jury 


a statement given to police by Ste- 
phens soon after his arrest. In it 
the 30-year-old former motorbus 
chauffeur admitted participation in 
planning the bus holdup which re- 
sulted in the killing of Patrolman 
Adolph Kreidler. 

The actual killer, Hubert Har- 
vey, is under sentence of life im- 
prisonment and testimony in the 
Stephens trial yesterday and the 
day before concerned only him. 
The only evidence linking Stephens 
with the murder was his own 
statement in which he told of 
planning the holdup with Harvey 
and with Thomas Colby and Wil- 
liam H. Davis, who are awaiting 
trial. 

When it had been read to a jury 
in Circuit Judge Bader’s Court, de- 
tectives and Kenneth G. Bellairs, 
a newspaper reporter, testified no 
compulsion was use in obtaining 
the statement from Stephens. 

I. Joel Wilson, counsel for Ste- 
phens, said he would present an 
alibi defense and would have eight 
or 10 witnesses; mostly to testify 
to good character. 

The statement read to the jury 
was the last of three Stephens 
made to police within a few days 
after his arrest. In it he amplified 
previous admissions and told of 
lending Harvey a dark shirt and 
pair of trousers because Harvey’s 
clothes were too conspicuous. The 
revolver with which the policeman 
was killed, Stephens said, was one 
he had sold to him for $12 which 
was not paid. 

Insisted on Making Busses. 

After describing activities of 
Stephens and his companions early 
in the evening of Sept. 28, 1931, the 
night on which Kreidler was mur- 
dered, the statement continues: 

“Harvey insisted on making these 
busses.

HEARING ON LIBEL 
ACTION BARES FACTS 


Lawyer Charges Montreal 
Man With Filing One 
Case to Force Settlement 
of Other.

NEW YORK, Jan. 18.— A suit for 
alienation of affections against 
James A. Stillman, former presi- 
dent of the National City Bank of 
New York, whose marital difficul- 
ties with the former Anne Urqu- 
hart resulted in litigation over a 
period of 10 years, has been filed 
by Luc Rochefort, a French-Cana- 
dian politician, it was learned to- 
day. The plaintiff asks for $200,- 


000. 
In the face of the banker's 


blanket denials, Rochefort charges 
that Stillman stole the affections of 
his wife, Marjorie, taking her with 
him on trips to Havana and else- 
where, although he allegedly knew 
she was a married woman. 

The suit filed by Rochefort, who 
was twice unsuccessful candidate 
for Mayor of Montreal, was dis- 
closed in the Brooklyn Supreme 
Court during hearing of a libel ac- 
tion brought by the Canadian poli- 
tician against Stillman. 

Stiuman's lawyer, Malcolm Sum- 
ner, charged that the libel suit-was 
instituted in an effort to compel 
Stillman to settle the alienation ac- 
tion out of court to avoid publicity. 

Through Sumner, Stillman an- 
nounced that he would} fight the 
case to a finish, even though the 
suit promises to rival the divorce 
fight hetween Stillman and the for- 
mer Miss Urquhart ,who is now the 
wife of Fowler McCormick, heir to 
the Chicago Harvester millions. 

Stillman's attorney disclosed that 
Rochefort’s allegations that the 
banker made love to Mrs. Roche- 
fort, lavished gifts and money on 
her and thereby “completely alien- 
ated her from her husband.” 

In reply to the charges, Sumner 
declared he had obtained’ affidavits 
from Mrs. Rochefort and from her 
mother, Mrs. Emily W. Baker, in 
which both were quoted as swear- 
ing that Rochefort not only encour- 
aged the friendship betwecei his 
wife and Stillman, but “benefited 
financially by it.“ Mrs. Baker, in- 
cidentally, was named as co-defend- 
ant with Stillman in Rochefort’s 
alienation suit. 

These affidavits, Sumner told Su- 
preme Court Justice Edward Rie- 
gelman, corroborate one made by a 
Miss Astrid Haug, in whose apart- 
ment in Long Island City Stillman 
was said to have met Mr.. Roche- 
fort. 

Miss Haug’s Affidavit. 

Miss Haug’s affidavit, Sumner 
said, confirmed the stories sworn to 
by Mrs. Rochefort and her mother. 
The libel action was filed by 
Rochefort on an allegation that he 
was libeled by Stillman when Still- 
man's attorney read excerpts from 
Miss Haug's affidavit to Roche- 
fort’s counsel, Alfred L. Becker. 

To substantiate Stillman’s denials, 
Sumner asserted that Mrs. Roche- 
fort had not lived with her hus- 
band for seven years prior to the 
time she met the banker. Stillman 
was told, Sumner said, that she was 
a widow. 

“This action,” charged Stillman’s 
counsel, “was brought to extort 
from Mr. Stillman a large sum of 
money in order to compel him to 


settle the alienation case.” 


Sumner charged that Becker, 
Rochefort’s counsel, was suspended 
from the practice of law by the Ap- 


pellate Division in 1924 on two al- 


legations of misconduct. He 
branded Becker's actions in the 
present case as “very reprehensi- 
ble professional misconduct.” 

Stillman’s attorney disclosed that 
the alienation action was instituted 
by Rochefort in October, 1932, after 
Mrs. Rochefort had started and 
apparently dropped a law suit of 
her own against Stillman. Only a 
summons in Mrs. Rochefort’s case 
was served and her attorneys, 
Sumner said, declined to proceed 
further after he had convinced 
them that the litigation was un- 
founded. 

. Relations With Mrs. Rochefort. 

In the course of his detailed nar- 
rative of the affair, in which he 
asserted that the Rocheforts had 
not had marital relations for seven 
ears, Sumner disclosed numerous 
details of Stillman's assoéiations 
with Mrs. Rochefort. 

“It appeared,” Sumner said, “that 
in April, 1932, Mr. and Mrs. Roche- 
fort and Mr. Baker. were living 
in a small, three-room

der.” Leaving the witness chair, 
she/screamed accusations at the 
wealthy lumberman. Judge J. C. 
Niles called a recess to allow Mrs. 
Judd to compose herself. 

With tears streaming down her 
face, she leaned across a counsel 
table and screamed at Halloran: 
“I hope you suffer everything 
Anne’s mother and my mother and 
Sammy’s mother have suffered.” 

Before leaving the stand, Mrs. 
Judd had shouted: “He don’t care 
that Anne is dead and Sammy is 
dead and that I am going to die— 
he just sits there and laughs about 
it. He don’t care so long as he 
ean play around.” 

Mrs. Judd’s breakdown came as 
she was being cross-examined re- 
garding gunshot wounds in the 
chest of Miss Hedvig Samuelson. 
Mrs. Judd is under sentence to die 
Feb. 17 for murder of Mrs. Agnes 
Anne Leroi, but has not been 
brought to trial on a charge of 
slaying Miss Samuelson. 

“Going to Die in Two Weeks.” 

Replying to Judge Niles when he 
tried to calm her sobbing, she said: 
“I am going to die in two weeks 
and I am trying to do the best I 
can. I know that Sammy is dead 
and Anne is dead and I am going 
to be dead.” 

Her tears rolled faster and forced 
the’ recess. 

The condemned woman's break- 
down was imminent when she halt- 
ed during an account of a quarrel 
with Mrs. Leroi and Miss Samuel- 
son, 

“I hate to tell it all—it was aw- 
ful,“ she shuddered. 

Smith suggested the courtroom 
be cleared so that Mrs. Judd might 
continue with less embarrassment. 

“I’m not paying any attention to 
any one here,” she said. 

The suggestion was made a sec- 
ond time when she appeared reluc- 
tant. 

“This is an unfortunate situa- 
tion,” Smith said, “but I must say 
that Jack Halloran is as innocent 
as any person in this room.” 

“He is not,” Mrs. Judd screamed. 
“He is responsible for the death of 
three girls in this state.” 

Threat to Kill Self. 

After an afternoon on the witness 
stand yesterday; Mrs. Judd 
screamed: “I’m telling you what I 
intend to write, and to take with 
me to God when I commit suicide.” 

Mrs. Judd testified she ® killed 
both women in self-defense in their 
Phoenix bungalow in October, 1931, 
and that she had followed Hallo- 
ran’s advice only to conceal the 
killings. She said Halloran placed 
the bodies of the two women in 
trunks, “bullied” her into taking 
them to Los Angeles, and instructed 
her not to tell her husband, Dr. 
William C. Judd. Halloran had 
been a friend of all three women. 

Halloran , listened to her testi 
mony with a smile, and once 
laughed. 

When defense attorneys objected 
to parts of her testimony concern- 
ing -Halloran, Mrs. Judd inter- 
rupted: 

“I’m not here for the purpose of 
clearing Jack Halloran. He had an 
opportunity to clear me at my trial, 
but he didn’t.” 

Once, during her questioning, she 
accused Halloran of attempting to 
signal her answers to her.

MORATORIUM ON MORTGAGES 


Bars Foreclosures on Farms and 
Estates Until After Harvest

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Presi- 


dent Hoover and President-elect 
Rooseveit will confer at the White 


—~ House Friday morning on foreign 


affairs and international develop- 
ments now unfolding. 

The President intends to confine 
the conference to those topics 
alone, as the situation now stands. 
This was asserted in the highest 
quarters this forenoon, soon after 
it developed that Mr. Hoover had 
invited his successor-to-be to a sec- 
ond meeting in the executive man- 
sion. 

Although the White House offi- 


cially remained silent, it was stated 
that the meeting would be a con- 
tinuation of the present administra- 
tion's effort to gain an accord with 
the incoming administration on in- 
ternational policies. This has been 
interpreted in official circles to 
mean not only the war debt, arma- 
ment and world economic prob- 
lems, but prébably also a talk of 
the Chinese-Japanese conflict. 

No word came from White House 
officials regarding the advisors 
who might sit with the President 
and the President-elect in the con- 

ference. At their previous talk, 

Secretary Mills and Prof. Raymond 
Moley, the latter an advisor of Mr. 
Roosevelt, joined in the exchange 
of opinion. 

It appeared likely, in view of his 
recent talk with Mr. Roosevelt and 
the emphasis that probably will be 
placed upon foreign affairs, that 
Secretary Stimson might join the 
President in his forthcoming con- 
ference. Secretary Mills will par- 
ticipate. 

Roosevelt is scheduled to arrive 
here tomorrow afternoon for a 
round of conferences with Demo- 
cratic congressional leaders. 

Senator Norris, Nebraska Repub- 
lican independent who supported 
Mr. Roosevelt, today accepted the 
President-elect’s invitation to ac- 
company him on a tour of the 
Muscle Shoals power and nitrate 
plant over the week-end.

Mr. Roosevelt, en route to Wash- 
ington tomorrow, will have with 
him on the train Norman Davis, 
member of the American delegation 
to the arms conference. There was 
no intention of having Davis in the 
White House conference, it was 
said. 

Out of the days of presidential 
preparedness by Roosevelt has 
come an announcement that he is 
standing by the American policy of 
sanctity of international agree- 
ments. This is taken here as a 
notice to the world that this coun- 
try is continuing its determination 
against non-recognition of gains by 
Japan in aggression. 

Whatever may have been the ad- 
vice of high advisers on this situa- 
tion, the veteran E. M. House on 
leaving Roosevelt late yesterday 
declared “no President in my mem- 
ory has had better training for the 
high office he is to occupy.” 

The Roosevelt statement was 
made when he was asked by news- 


and paper from the newspaper men 
and wrote: 


“I am, however, wholly willing to 
make it clear that American for- 
eign policy must uphold the ganc- 
tity of international treaties. 

“That is a cornerstone on which 
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all relations between nations must 
rest.” 

About to choose his Cabinet, 
Roosevelt is emphasizing that he 
will confer during his two weeks’ 
stay at Warm Springs with only 
those especially invited. 

Reaching the Southern resort 
which he made famous in his fight 
against infantile paralysis, the 
President-elect will remain for 
about two weeks before departing 
for Jacksonvile, Fla., to board the 
yacht of Vincent Astor, a distant 
relative, for a fishing trip alone in 
Southern waters. The departure 
from Jacksonville probably will be 
made Feb. 4 or F. He will conclude 
this trip a week afterward at the 
same port. 

Father Charles E. Coughlin of 
Detroit made “a friendly visit” yes- 
terday at the Roosevelt home. He 
said he would call again Feb. 15.

FLIPINOS CONSIDER 
MONUMENT TO HAWES 


Also Planning to Name Big 
Bridge in Honor of Co-Author 
of Independence Act. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—One of 
the happiest men ir. the Senate is 
Harry B. Hawes, a Missouri Demo- 
crat. His long fight for passage of a 
Philippine independence bill has 
come to a successful end. 

Behind a flower-covered desk he 
was surrounded by friends after the 
Senate yesterday had voted to over- 
ride President Hoover’s veto, thus 
enacting the independence bill. 

Streets in Philippine Island towns 
already have been named for Sen- 
ator Hawes and Filipinos here are 
talking of erecting a monument in 
the islands to his name. 

The largest bridge in the Philip 
pines was named for Representa- 
tive William A. Jones, whose name 
is on the 1916 bill which gave the 
islands their present form of au- 
tonomous government. But a larger. 
bridge’ may be built for Hawes, 
Filipinos said. 

Hawes’ active interest in Philip- 
pine independence dates from 1930, 
when he was a member of the Sen- 
ate Insular Committee which, at 
that time, was hearing the pros and 
cons of the question. 

In the introduction of the book 
he wrote on the Philippine problem 
the Senator said his interest first 
became aroused by contentions that 
the Filipinos did not want a free 
nation of their own. He went to 
the islands to see for himself. 

Senator Hawes was greeted 
everywhere in the islands during 
the summer of 1931 as the cham- 
pion of Philippine liberty. He was 
criticised at home and by his coun- 
trymen in the islands as a trouble 
maker, grandstander and lobbyist. 

He found support from Senators 
Cutting (Nep.), New Mexico, who 
aided in drafting the new legisla- 
tion; Pittman (Dem.), Nevada, who 
engineered the political floor fight 
for the bill; Chairman Bingham 
(Rep.), Connecticut, of the Terri- 
tories Committee; Chairman Hare 
(Dem.), South Carolina, of the 
House Insular Committee, and oth- 
ers. Hare was the author of the 
bill passed by the House and 
merged with the Senate measure. 

Hawes will retire from the Senate 
in March.

Long interrupted Glass to propose 
five amendments, the principal one 
to permit banks to continue to buy 
and sell Government, state and mu- 
nicipal securities through security 
affiliates.

KROGER GROCERY HEAD 
TESTIFIES IN TAX Sf 


Says General Levy Like Maple- 
wood Fixed Would Put Com- 
pany Out of Business. 


Albert H. Morrill of Cincinnati, 
president of the Kroger Grocery & 
Baking Co., testified at Clayton to- 
day that a general chain store tax 
similar to that adopted last Sep- 
tember in Maplewood would put 
his company out of business in four 
years. 

Morrill took the witness stand in 
Circuit Judge Nolte’s court in his 
company’s suit to enjoin the City 
of Maylewood from collecting the 
tax on Kroger groceries. There are 
seven Kroger stores in the town, 
six of ‘which would be subject to 
the tax if the company’s suit is un- 
successful. 

The . chain-store executive de- 
scribed the grocery business as ihe 
“most truly competitive of all re- 
tail enterprises.” Enumerating fac- 
tors in the competition, he cited 
price, size and appearance of store, 
personnel, and appearance of deliv- 
ery vehicles. He named as com- 
petitors Clover Farm Stores, Asso- 
ciated Grocers, Nation-Wide Stores 
and A. & P. Independent grovers 
giving credit to customers ulso 
were rated as competitors by Mor- 
rill, whose company does a cash- 
and-carry business. 

Loss in 1931. 

In 1931 the seven Kroger stores 
in Maplewood lost $738 each, the 
witness said. Last year each store 
showed a profit of $170. In 1931 
the volume of business was $51,000 
in each store. If the tax is en- 
forced the company will be forced 
to cease doing business in Maple- 
wood, Morrill testified. This would 
cause a loss to the company of 
$26,800 on store leases, and addi- 
tional losses in leasehold improve- 
ments. 

Discussing his firm’s business na- 
tionally, Morrill told the court that 
the 4980 Kroger stores showed an 
average profit of $441 in 1931. In 
six 20-day periods last year 4851 
stores returned an average profit 
of $240. Total net profit in 1931 
amounted to $2,731,128. In the six 
20-day periods of 1932 net profit 
nationally totaled $1,365,045. 

Morrill related that percentage of 
profit in 1930 was 1.81; in 1931 it 
dropped to 1.12, and for the first 
part of last year 1.33 per cent. This 
margin is about one-third of what 
other chain groceries make, the 
witness stated. 

Would Eat Up Capital. 

Discussing the Maplewood 
Morrill testified that if it had been 
applied to all his company’s stores 
in 1930 the result would have been 
a loss of $3,000,000. “At that rate 
our working capital and reserve 
would be eaten up in four years, 
and we would go out of business,” 
Morrill asserted. 

The tax ordinance provides a 
levy of $300 a year for the second 
store of a chain, $500 for the third 
and $1000 for each additional store. 
A temporary injunction was grant- 
ed the Kroger company pending 
the final outcome of its suit. The 
tax law was adopted at the request 
of independent merchants, accord- 
ing to a recent statement by Mayor 
Humphreys.

Special 133 of Al- 
dermen Named to Investi- 
gate Feasibility of Munic- 
ipal Utility.

The feasibility of a municipally- 
owned electric plant to supply cur- 
rent for light and power in the 
city of Clayton is being investigat- 
ed by a special committee of four 
aldermen appointed last week by 
Acting Mayor Jules Strong. 

The committee was appointed af- 
ter Frederick A. Cammann, its 


chairman, had reported that the 
situation in Clayton was favorable 
for such a plant. He reported that 
his inquiry of several months into 
municipally-owned electric plants 
in Missouri, Illinois, California and 
Canada had disclosed that* their 
operation had resulted generally in 
lower rates and substantial sav- 
ings to taxpayers. 

Electricity for Clayton is fur- 
nished by the Union Electric Light 
& Power Co. A 10-year contract 
with the Union Electric to furnish 
electricity to the city for street 
lighting was approved May 22, 1928. 
The contract, by its terms, may be 
terminated by the Public Service 
Commission, of Missouri on appli- 
cation of either party. 

$200,000 or $300,000 Cost. 


Cammann said today that while 
plans for the plant had not gone 
beyond an embryonic stage, pre- 
limiinary estimates indicated the 
cost would be between $200,000 and 
$300,000. 

“We are considering the employ- 
ment of expert engineers,” he said, 
“to make a survey of the city and 
to report on costs, the necessary 
capacity of the plant and the best 
type of construction. We will con- 
sider economy and practicability in 
determining, if our plans are ap- 
proved, whether it should be a 
steam plant, a Diesel engine plant, 
or some other kind. 

“It could be built so that addi- 
tions could be made as the need for 
light and power increases. With a 
present population of about 10,000, 
Clayton has room for about 25. 
000 and might have a considerable 
growth in industry. 

“We want to give the citizens the 
most and the best for the least 
money and considerations as to the 
manner of financing the plant will 
be along those lines. It is possible 
that certain financial interests 
would advance the funds for build- 
ing the plant. In that case the city 
would pay nothing, the tax rate 
would not be increased, and, it is 
hoped, earnings of the plant over 
a period of years would enable re- 
payment of those who financed the 
plant so that it might be turned 
over to the city free. 

Confident of Lower Rates. 

“We are confident that the plant 
could be operated so that rates for 
current could be reduced and it is 
likely that taxpayers would be 
saved large sums if the plant would 
do what other municipal plants 
have done. For example, surplus 
earnings might be used for er- 
penses of city departments, for 
erection of municipal buildings, for 
an improved lighting system, or 
similar municipal needs. 

“Our present antiquated street 
lighting system costs the taxpay- 
ers about $9000 a year, or about 
4 cents per $100 of property valua- 
tion. A municipal plant might en- 
able us to build a new system with 
modern light standards such as are 
in use in St. Louis, operation of 
which would be without cost to the 
city. 

“If our plans work out,“ Cam- 
mann said, we won't stop at an 
electric plant, but will go into the 
matter of a municipal water plant.“ 

The committee will present its 
preliminarv plans to the Board of 
Aldermen next Tuesday evening.

Election boards, he said he had not 
discussed the matter with some of 
those mentioned, except Igoe, and 
didn’t know the others. 

The Governor, in his address, 
cautioned St. Louisans not to be- 
come panicky because of recent 
bank closings, saying it was merely 
a passing occurrence. He counseled 
confidence in the city’s banks and 
business men and said he was not 
going to disturb the State Finance 
Department, which supervises 
banks, for the time being. When 
he appoints a Finance Commis- 
sioner that official will co-operate 
with his predecessor, the Governor 
added. 

Speaking in a vein of Jeffersonian 
democracy, the chief executive 
said: “We have tc,» much govern- 
ment, too many laws. The least 
government is the best. Too many 
laws, too many attempts on the 
part of state and national govern- 
ments to control the acts of citi- 
zens destroy individual initiative. 
The protective tariff was the first 
step in the wrong direction and 
now then aye tr. ing to protect 
everybody. When you try that you 
protect nobody. : 

“The problem of the farmer is to 
let him alone and take off the pro- 
tection that makes him pay out of 
proportion to what he can afford. 
We are overtaxed. We are taxed 
for everything we do and for some 
things we say. The old fashioned 
government is not of, but by the 
people. Rather than the people be 
governed, the people must govern 
to bring us back to prosperity—and 
we will come back.” 

Gov. Park said he attended the 
banquet as a favor to Bernard F. 
Dickmann, who was inducted to a 
third term as president of the Real 
Estate Exchange, because Dick- 
mann helped him get acquainted 
here when he came as a candidate 
“unknown but not unsung.” For- 
mer Gov. Caulfield introduced Gov. 
Park, urging loyalty to him with- 
out regard to party. : 

Dickmann, a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for Mayor, 
told the new Governor the Real 
Estate Exchange would appear be- 
fore State officials for a further re- 
duction of taxes. He told how it 
had sought the 10 per cent reduc- 
tion of the realty assessment here, 
made last year, and spoke of the 
recent request of the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment for an- 
other additional 10 per cent cut as 
an “eleventh hour conversion.”

Death watches were established 
today over two men, sentenced to 
be hanged Friday for murdering 
women during attempted robberies. 
Awaiting his fate at Clayton is 
James W. Kellar, who confessed 
the murder of Mrs. Etta Sauer in 
her Maplewood home, Jan. 4, 1932. 
At St. Charles, David A. Miller, 
itinerant woodcutter, is to pay the 
penalty for the murder in 1929 of 
Miss Pauline Duebbert, an elderly 
spinster who was reputed to have

Both men said today they were 
resigned “to meet the end” but in-

Charles County said today he would 
delay the execution of Miller’s sen- 
tence to give the Sheriff of St.

Miller’s attorney, Osmund Haens- 
sler, went to Jefferson City today 
to present a petition to the Gov- 
ernor for clemency, signed by 779 
residents of St. Charles County. 
Most of the signers, he said, felt 
that Miller's sentence should be 
commuted to life imprisonment, the 
penalty given Norman Tanner, 21 
years old, who accompanied him 


her cousin, August Meyer, wound- 
ed. Miller subsequently admitted 
firing the shots which killed the 
spinster.

Harold Lauterback, Califor-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Federal 
Judge Harold Louderback denied 
emphatically in testimony before 
the House Judiciary Committee 
made public today, that he ever 
benefited financially through any 
receivership appointment he had 
made. Louderback is Judge of the 
District Court of Northern Cali- 
fornia. ; 

The Judge, who was before the 
committee four hours Monday and 
Tuesday in closed session, was 
asked the direct question by Repre- 
sentative Kurtz (Rep.), Pennsyl- 
vania: “Did you ever profit finan- 
ciall? from any of these appoint- 
ments in any way?” “I certainly 
did not,” Louderback replied. “nev- 
er in any instance have I profited.” 

“Neither directly or indirectly?” 
“Directly or indirectly. ... Unless 
you might mention that some one 
gave me their friendship, I pre- 
sume; because I have enjoyed it; 
but I presumed you mean did any 
difinite advantage come to me di- 
rectly or indirectly?” 

“I mean any peculiary advan- 
tage,” Kurtz said. “My answer is, 
none whatever,” Louderback an- 
swered. 

Louderback’s official conduct has 
been under investigation by direc- 
tion of a resolution sponsored by 
La Guardia (Rep.), New York. 
The Judge had requested the oppor- 
tunity to appear and testify. The 
committee has not yet acted on the 
case. — 

At another point in his testi- 
mony, Louderback said: Never at 
any time has anyone said what I 
was supposed to have done which 
would warrant my being investi- 
gated.” He said he had handled 
about 19 receiverships. 

“I have not appointed my clos- 
est friends to any office,” he con- 
tinued. “I have had close friends, 
even relations, who have asked me 
if I would not appoint them to re- 
Ceiverships and I never would ap- 
point them.. I have never had 
anybody who was attacked for 
having given a discreditable ad- 
ministration—either from the 
standpoint of honesty or efficiency 
—even though the efficiency might 
have been contributed by the 
subordinates whom he employed.”

OR SHORTER WORKING DAY 
ALTERNATIVES, GREEN SAYS 


A. F. L. Head Tells House Committee Present 
Rate of Pay Should Continue With 
| Reduced Hours. 


By the Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 18—Wil- 
liam Green, president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, told the 
House Labor Committee today the 
United States faced a choice be- 
tween a shorter working day and 
week “or maintaining a large and 
perpetual army of unemployed.” 
He indorsed Chairman Connery’s 
bill to enforce the five-day week 
and six-hour day by prohibiting the 
shipment in interstate and foreign’ 
commerce of commodities otherwise 
produced. 
“More than 11,000,000 men and 
women are out of work and many 
millions more are working part 
time,” he said. “In my opinion 50 
per cent of the entire population 
is very seriously affected. 
“Each day adds to the serious- 
ness of the situation. Each day 
makes it worse, because more sav- 
ings are dissipated and more peo- 
ple become dependent on eharity. 


Lists Idle in Trades. 


“In the building trades alone, 69 
per cent are totally idle, 12 to 13 
per cent are working part time 
only. So only about 18 per cent are 
employed approximately steadily. 
“This goes along in varying de- 
grees in allindustry. The economic 
situation of course contributes, but 
back of it all is the mechanization 
of industry. Even if we could sud- 
denly restore the 1929 peak, it is 
estimated only 55 per cent of those 
entitled to work would obtain em- 
ployment. 

“Even if we introduce the five- 
day week and six-hour day there 
still will be some. unempleyed. We 
must make these adjustments. If 
we don’t we must reconcile our- 
selves to living in a country with 
a constant standing army of 10,- 
000,000 to 12,000,000 unemployed. 
“Relief Breaking Down.” 


“Relief machinery is breaking 
down. We can’t keep people per- 


manently on a charity basis and 
even if we could it is socially wrong 
and morally indefensible.” 

Although Green was not pre- 
pared to discuss the constitution- 
ality of the proposed bill, he said: 
“There has been some change in 
the judicial attitude of the Supreme 
Court toward social and labor prob- 
lems since the child labor opinion 
and labor believes it now would 
take ‘a broader and more liberal 
attitude. Therefore, we have rea- 
sonable grounds for hope it would 
be held constitutional.” 

Green said his organization want- 
ed the same “rate of pay” main- 
tained under the shorter working 
time. 

A statement that John Weinstock 
—who had said he represented a 


wing of the Federation in opposing’ 


the 30-hour week—was not a mem- 
ber of the organization, was made 
by Green. He told the House Labor 
Committee that Weinstock is 
known as an avowed Communist; to 
say that he is connected with the 
Federation is an untruth.” 

Weinstock, styling himself as 
head of the A. F. of L. Trade Union 
Committee for Unemployment In- 
surance and relief, had recent]. at- 
tacked Green vigorously befor: a 
Senate committee and had con- 
demned the 30-hour week plan. 

In the meantime, at continuing 
sessions of the Senate Judiciary 
Subcommittee on this subject today, 
Alfred P. Thom, general counsel 
for the Association of Railway Ex- 
ecutives, challenged constitutional- 
ity of the measure, which would 
set up the shortened work week as 
a condition to entry of manufac- 
tures in interstate commerce. 

Questioned by Senator Black 
(Dem.), Alabama, Thom said he felt 
the court would be compelled to 
hold the bill unconstitutional even 
if it wass how that shorter work 
hours were necessary for preserva- 
tion of civilization and the Govern- 
ment itself. He said if relief of that 
kind was needed it should b- sought 
in State Legislatures.

“Then came the terrible news 
that she had been deprived of her 
Russian citizenship, although she 
took no part whatever in politics. 

“To deprive her of her citizen- 
ship was a senseless act of revenge 
against me.

A. F. L. Head Tells House Committee Present 
Rate of Pay Should Continue With 
Reduced 8 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.— Wil- 
liam Green, president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, toſd the 
House Labor Committee today the 
United States faced a choice be- 
tween a shorter working day and 
week “or maintaining a large and 
perpetual army of unemployed.” 
He indorsed Chairman Connery’s 
bill to enforce the five-day week 
and six-hour day by prohibiting the 


commerce of commodities otherwise 
produced. 

“More than 11,000,000 men and 

women are out of work and many 
millions more are working part 
time,” he said. “In my opinion 50 
per cent of the entire population 
is very seriously affected. 
“Each day adds to the serious- 
ness of the situation. Each day 
makes it worse, because more sav- 
ings are dissipated and more peo- 
ple become dependent on eharity. 


Lists Idle in Trades. 


“In the building trades alone, 69 
per cent are totally idle, 12 to 13 
per cent are working part time 
only. So only about 18 per cent are 
employed approximately steadily. 
“This goes along in varying de- 
grees in all industry. The economic 
situation of course contributes, but 
back of it all is the mechanization 
of industry. Even tf we could sud- 
denly restore the 1929 peak, it is 
estimated only 55 per cent of those 
entitled to work would obtain em- 
ployment. 

“Even if we introduce the five- 
day week and six-hour day there 
still will be some unemployed. We 
must make these adjustments. If 
we don’t we must reconcile our- 
selves to living in a country with 
a constant standing army of 10,- 
000,000 to 12,000,000 unemployed. 
“Relief Breaking Down.” 


“Relief machinery is breaking 
down. We can’t keep people per-

Weinstock, styling himself as 
head of the A. F. of L. Trade Union 
Committee for Unemployment In- 
surance and relief, had recent]. at- 
tacked Green vigorously befor: a 
Senate committee and had con- 
demned the 30-hour week plan. 

In the meantime, at continuing 
sessions of the Senate Judiciary 
Subcommittee on this subject today, 
Alfred P. Thom, general counsel 
for the Association of Railway Ex- 
ecutives, challenged constitutional- 
ity of the measure, which would 
set up the shortened work week as 
a condition to entry of manufac- 
tures in interstate commerce. 

Questioned by Senator Black 
(Dem.), Alabama, Thom said he felt 
the court would be compelled to 
hold the bill unconstitutional even 
if it wass hown that shorter work 
hours were necessary for preserva- 
tion of civilization and the Govern- 
ment itself.

A summary of reports to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission 
showed. today the borrowings were 
obtained from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, the Railroad 
Credit Corporation and from banks.

TOKIO, Jan. 18. — Removing a 
publication restriction, Japanese au- 
thorities announced today the de- 
tails of a country-wide roundup of 
2000 radicals. The arrests occurred 
late in October, following discovery 
of widespread Communist activities. 

The action followed the arrest of 
some bank raiders, whose examina- 
tion disclased an important secret 
conference of Communists was to 
be held shortly. Police, clad in 
bullet-proof vests, raided.the ren- 
dezvous and arrested 11 persons 
after an encounter in which four 
policemen were wounded. It also 
was announced today that 7000 radi- 
cals in all were arrested in Tokio 
during last year, most of them edu- 
cated persons in their early twen- 
ties.

IMPERIAL FLAG IS RAISED 
IN PRUSSIA, DESPITE PROTEST 


Flies Over Diet During Celebration 
of Anniversary of the Found- 
ing of the Reich.

BERLIN, Jan. 18.—As the Im- 
perial colors waved over the Prus- 
sian Diet today for the first time 
since the revolution, Hans Kerrl, 
president of the Diet, in an address 
commemorating the sixty-second 
anniversary of the founding of the 
Reich, praised the Hohenzollerns. 
He said: “The empire would always 
have remained a Utopia if the Ho- 
henzollerns had not become the 
sponsors of the idea of a united 
Germany.“ 

The Nazi members of the Diet 
wildly cheered this statement. 

The hoisting of the Imperial col- 
ors alongside the Republican flag 
on the Diet building caused a 
stormy protest by the Socialists 
that this was contrary to the Con- 
stitution.

Trotzky Declares Revocation 
of Russian Citizenship 
Shattered Her Health.

BERLIN, Jan. 18.—Leon Trotzky, 
exiled Russian Bolshevik leader, 
blames Joseph Stalin, Soviet dic- 
tator, for the recent suicide here 
of Trotzky’s daughter, Zinaida. 

In-a letter from exile on the 
Island of Prinkipo, near Istanbul, 
to the Central Committee of the 
Communist party, Trotzky says that 
Stalin’s decree of February, 1932, 
depriving the Trotzky family of 
Russian citizenship, shattered his 
daughter’s health. 

Zinaida and her son went to Tur- 
key for her health, having first ob- 
tained Stalin’s permission, the let- 
ter said. After great difficulty a 
German visa was obtained for her 
and physicians in Berlin restored 
her health. 

“Then,” said Trotzky, “she 
dreamed of returning to Russia 
with her boy to join her 10-year- 
old daughter and her husband who, 
as a Bolshevist Leninist, had been 
sent into exile by Stalin. 

“Then came the terrible news 
that she had been deprived of her 
Russian citizenship, although she 
took no part whatever in politics. 

“To deprive her of her citizen- 
ship was a senseless act of revenge 
against me. It wrecked by daugh- 
ter’s health. They call it a volun- 
tary death. No, it wasn’t volun- 
tary. Stalin forced this death on 
her.”

: Taxes of Trucks and Railroads. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

CANNOT agree with Judge Compton 

of Bentonville, Ark., that industries 
exist primarily for the purpose of paying 
taxes. Rather, they should be judged on 
the value of the service they render. 
Nevertheless, in the truck vs. railroad tax 
comparison, the fact is that trucks pay, 
per ton of capacity, taxes equal to three 
times the railroads’ taxes and roadbed 
costs together. It is not tax favoritism 
that enables the truck to compete with 
the railroad. It is more likely some of 
the factors so tersely discussed in your 
recent editorial on Persian Elephants“ 
in other words, motor transportation is 
a flexible, quick-moving business carry- 
ing none of the burdens of top-heavy 
overhead or over-capitalization — even 
though it carries a heavier tax burden 
per ton of capacity. 

As for the county’s stake in truck and 
other motor vehicle taxes, in one typical 
Missouri county, property taxes on mo- 
tor vehicles were found to be 75 per 
cent of those of the railroads, and in 
addition, motor vehicles paid special 
taxes amounting to $182,103. The State 
expended in this county $235,779 in road 
maintenance and construction, giving the 
county a system of rapid trade routes 
and encouraging the growth of a host of 
highway servicing businesses within the 
county. In the payment of these special 
taxes, the average. common carrier 
truck’s tax is 10 times that of the aver- 
age vehicle. The fact is, the transpor- 
tation revolution we are now witnessing 
has resulted more from the individual’s 
furnishing of his own transportation 
than from the common carrier truck’s 
competition with the railroad—plus, of 
course, the major cause, to be found in 
the general-business recession.

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‘MULTIPLE TAXATION. | 
The House Ways and Means Committee, investigat- 
ing the duplication of taxes levied by the Federal 
Government and by state or other local agencies, 
finds $26 instances, says a preliminary report issued 
by the chairman, Representative Vinson of Kentucky. 
This is one of the flaws in our tax system, lending 
itself not only to excessive levies in some instances, 
but to duplication of tax-collecting machinery that 
accounts for much of the rising cost of government. 
The respective provinces of Federal and local taxes 
have never been Clearly defined. As the needs of 
hard times force legislators, Federal and local, to seek 
new sources of revenue, there is an increasing tend- 
ency for each body to invade fields formerly consid- 
ered exclusive to the other. 5 
Perhaps the classic example is the gasoline tax. 
For many years, this was collected exclusively by 
states, until a number of cities were attracted to it. 
At the last session of Congress the Federal Govern- 
ment also imposed a tax on gasoline. Now, in many 
places, including St. Louis, gasoline is triply taxed. 


A similar example, but in reverse, ig the tobacco tax. 


This was for many years the province of the Gov- 
ernment, but 13 states now have also adopted it. The 
Federal Government imposes an income tax, and 20 
states do the same, with more expected to join at 
their current legislative sessions. Nearly all the states 
have followed the Government’s example in levying 
estate taxes. 

For some of these duplicating levies there is jus- 
tification. The citizen who earns an income benefits 
from services rendered by both Federal and state 
governments. It is quite in order that both admin- 
istrations should derive part of their upkeep from 
levies on incomes. But in multiple taxation of com- 
modities such as gasoline and tobacco, the result is 
an overloading of one item, placing a handicap upon 
business and the consuming public. Almost half the 
retail cost of gasoline in St. Louis now represents 
taxes, and more than half of the cost of cigarettes 
in states that levy a tax on them. Nine states now 
have general sales taxes of various forms, and this 
fact should be an added deterrent to the move for 
a Federal levy of this nature. 

The army of tax collectors and the necessity of 
making several tax returns figure largely in the eco 
nomic waste of our tax system. Thus a.citizen of 
Missouri must make an income tax report to the 
State, another to the Government and a general tax 
return to the county or city assessor, or both. Each 
of these agencies has its staff, and the various tabu- 
lations required often cause time-consuming and cost- 
ly accounting operations for individuals and busi- 
nesses. 

One method that has been suggested for cutting 
out this waste is to have joint collection of taxes, as 
at present employed by counties in apportioning a 
share of their receipts to municipalities, school dis- 
tricts, townships, drainage districts and other tax- 
supported functions. In the same fashion, by co-op- 
eration between the Federal Government and states, 
only one return and one group of collecting officials 
would be required for income and inheritance taxes, 
with the required shares being distributed to the tax- 
ing agencies. This would have wide results in re- 
ducing the bureaucratic armies which now add to the 
taxpayers’ burden. | 

Duplicate taxation is a knotty problem, of which 
the solution seems far in the distance. The Ameri- 
can Legislators’ Association has been surveying the 
matter, and has called a conference, to open at Wash- 
ington Feb. 3, with legislative and fiscal representa- 
tives of the states and of the Federal Government in 
attendance. President-elect Roosevelt, indorsing the 
purpose of the conference, wrote: 

In the past, the Federal Governfnent has passed 

revenue legislation with too little consideration 
for state taxing systems and, on the other hand, 
the states have legislated with little reference to 
the Federal revenue plan and with almost no con- 
sideration for the tax programs of other states. 
This is not as it should be. I have given con- 
siderable thought to this problem and it is my 
hope to make at least a small contribution to a 
better synchronized Federal, state and local tax- 
ing system. 
There is urgent necessity for better co-operation 
between Federal and local taxing authorities. In the 
process of synchronizing their workings lie possi- 
bilities of saving to the taxpayers and aid to balanc- 
ing budgets. The legislators’ conference and the 
House investigation will be watched with interest by 
those who bear the burdens inflicted by multiple tax 
activities. 
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HAND-S TELEPHONE CHARGES. 

Users of the hand-set, Swedish or French tele- 
phones, as they are variously termed, pay 25 cents 
a month for this modern equipment and, presumably, 
are to be called upon to pay that charge forever. 
Granted the hand-set telephone is a luxury, the per- 
petual charge, in our opinion, is not justified. 

In a brief just filed with the New York Public 
Service Commission, the City Affairs Committee holds 
that the New York Telephone Co. should be required 
to institute in New York the so-called Washington 
plan, by which hand-set users are charged either $4 
in cash, or $4.50 in monthly instalments, The com- 
mittee asserts that the 25-cent charge is clearly un- 
justified. 

We pass on to City Counselor Muench the idea that 
a similar movement be begun on behalf of Missouri 
hand-set users.

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THE ECONOMY PROGRAM. 

Gov. Park devoted the larger part of his inaugural 

address to the necessity for economy in the State’s 
affairs, and the first step has been taken to put his 
preaching into practice. Thirty-seven bills were intro- 
duced in the Senate and House yesterday, embodying 
the administration’s economy ‘program. They deal with 
consolidations, transfers of departmental duties, the 
reduction and, in some instances, the abolishing, of 
activities, and a sweeping cut in salaries. The cre- 
ation of a budget officer is proposed, to be appointed 
by the Gove . who would prepare the biennial 
budget recommendations, a work now done by the 
State Tax. on. . 
No definite ate has been submitted as to the 
savings to be eff by the adoption of the program, 
but only substantial results would justify the effort 
and meet public expectation. It is a fair presump- 
tion, then, that the program carries a liberal measure 
of relief for the taxpayers. 

The Legislature is apparently moved by the same 
spirit as the Governor. Evidence of a disposition 
to co-operate in the task is seen in giving the bills

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POLITICS THAT ATS. 

It seems more than probable now that by the end 
of this month, or soon thereafter, the Norris amend- 
ment to abolish the lame-duck session of Congress 
will have become a part of the Constitution of the 
United States. During the past two weeks 10 states— 
North Carolina, California, Oklahoma, North Dakota, 
Minnesota, Montana, Arizona, Oregon; Kansas and Ne- 
braska have taken fayorable action. These states, to 
gether with the 17 which ratified last year, bring the 
total to 27, only nine short of the required number. 
As time passes, the failure of Missouri to ratify 
becomes increasingly embarrassing. If Missouri is 
to be among the states to enjoy the distinction, of 
having registered effective approval, the Legislature 
will need to act soon. No change in the Federal 
Constitution was ever more justified. What a happy 
mood Senator Norris must be in as he looks back 
over the history of this truly great reform! For 
years he fought to get the resolution through the 
House.

Is Lloyd George stealing George Bernard Shaw’s 
stuff? The question is prompted by the former Prime 
Minister’s remark, on the occasion of his seven- 
tieth birthday, that only two men seem to grasp what 
is going on in the world—Mussolini and Stalin.

‘Roosevelt and the Inflationists 


HE country is passing through a some- 

what trying interval as it waits for the 
0 announcement of the Roosevelt Cabinet 
and the formulation of the Roosevelt pro- 
gram.

Sterling’s servants at the Exec- 
utive Mansion did not follow the 
practice of preparing a meal for 
the incoming executive, and Mrs. 
Ferguson and her family were 
obliged to go to their old home for 
dinner. Sterling was defeated for 
renomination by Mrs. Ferguson in 
a bitter Democratic primary, which 
resulted in fraud charges on both 
sides. 

By Mrs. Ferguson’s side when she 
took the oath was her husband and 
adviser, former Gov. James E. 
Ferguson, enjoying another po- 
litical triumph by proxy. Mrs. Fer- 
guson, who served her first term 
as Governor in 1925-26, has been 
the officeholder of the family since 
Ferguson was impeached and re- 
moved from the governorship in 
his second term in 1917, and thus 
barred from ever again holding a 
State office of public trust. 

A crowd that overflowed the Cap- 
itol attended the inauguration. 
Bands paraded over the wet pave- 
ments from morning until night. 

In her inaugural address, Mrs. 
Ferguson declared “reduction of 
taxes must come, and come quick- 
ly, or the Government will fall, and 
fall quickly.” She said the “bur- 
dens of government are falling 
heavily on the masses,” and asked 
the co-operation of the Legislature 
in relieving conditions. 

To the legislators she quoted 
what she termed “an old valen- 
tine verse” used by her husband in 
his inaugural address in 1914: 

“Tf you love me as I love you,” 
Nothing can cut our love in two.”

While on their way to attend the 
funeral of Bishop Francis Gilfillan

Wilson A. Taylor, After 


26 Years on the Bench, 


Concludes That Working Wives Are Unhappy 
and Too Many Girls Marry Without Knowing 
Anything About Housework. 


FTER 26 years on the bench, 
Circuit Judge Wilson A. Taylor 
finds that true love and ro- 
mance exist after marriage and 
that divorces are caused by traits 
of human nature rather than 
changing eras. “he granting of 
thousands of divorces, the constant 
procession of unhappy wives and 
husbands which passés daily before 
him have failed to dim his convic- 
tion that the majority of marriages 
are successful. ä 


Unpleasant traits of human na- 
ture, brought sordidly to his atten- 
tion, have but afforded him an 
added appreciation of the qualities 
which make for happy marriages. 


“The unsuccessful marriages are 
given undue prominence,” Judge 
Taylor remarked, “because they 
usually wind up in the divorce court. 
But the millions of successful ones; 
attested to by happy homes and 
families, pass unnoticed. 7 
“There’s no hard and fast rule for 
a happy marriage. But I think there 
are two essentials—true love and 
the ability of the husband to pro- 
vide a living income. The size of 
the income depends entirely upon 
the standard of living to which the 
couple are accustomed. 
“And a boy and girl should make 
sure they love each other before 
they get married. If they do, they 
will find that there will be more 
romance and comradeship after 
marriage than before. But it’s a 
mistake to imagine that love will 
follow marriage when it didn’t exist 
before.” 
„ * „ 

UDGE TAYLOR doesn't believe 

in wives continuing to work 

after marriage. 
“If both husband and wife keep 
their jobs,” he explained, “they “ac- 
rifice a real home—and a real home 
should be an objective of a mar- 
riage. It’s the woman’s place, even 
in this modern age, to be the homie- 
maker. If both work nobody has 
any responsibility for the home. It’s 
not a stable arrangement.” 
Even the woman of wealth may 
wreck a promising marriage by de-

voting too much time to the pleas- 
ures money will buy and too little 
to her household, Judge Taylor 
finds. He feels she owes it to her 
husband to provide him with a con- 
genial environment. 

“Money is said to be the root of 
all evil,” he observed, “and the di- 
vorce evil is no exception. Money 
quarrels constitute the contributing 
cause of most divorces. Often the 
young wife who gave up her posi- 
tion when she got married finds her 
husband’s earnings won’t go far 
enough. Then quarrels begin and 
they often are the storm signals 
which lead to permanent discord.” 

The old adage about marrying in 
haste and repenting at leisure is 
“pathetically true,” the Judge has 
learned through the sad experiences 
of others. 

“If there’s anything that tugs at 

my heart,” he remarked, “it’s the 
young girl who marries on the im- 
pulse of the moment. I usually met 
her in the divorce court, months la- 
ter, disillusioned, old beyond her 
years, her future marred. And such 
wives come from all classes of so- 
ciety. 
’ “T don’t believe in too many laws 
but I do think that a law requiring 
a 90-day notice of intention of mar- 
riage would avert a lot of unhappi- 
ness. And uniform divorce laws 
would iron out the present inequali- 
ties, destroy such ‘rackets’ as the 
Reno divorce mill.” 

The key to the divorce situation, 
he added, consists of more suitable 
marriages but he doesn’t know how 
they can be brought about unless 
young people may be taught to 
realize that marriage should be re- 
garded as a life partnership, with 
mutual obligations and benefits, 
rather than a sentimental adven- 
ture. 

Judge Taylor, whose court is 
marked by his consideration for the 
litigants appearing before him, con- 
ceded that he has “given up trying 
to effect reconciliations.” 

“It used to be that I would try 
to get a couple together in my 
chambers before court,” he re- 
called, “and see if I couldn’t help

in. It just gave them another 
chance to quarrel. No, I am sorry 
to say that I have found that by 
the time the case reaches the di- 
vorce court, it’s too late.

friendly fashion toward the wit- 
ness, ask in homely phraseology 
“now just what is the trouble,” 
averting the confusion of red tape 
and legal verbiage.. 

Many a girl has sobbed out her 
true story to him, hardly to be 
recognized as the briefs prepared 
by her attornéys. And many a 
young husband, stiff necked with 
pride, has confided to Judge Tay- 
lor his version of why his marriage 
failed. 

A self-avowed “old-fashioned 
man,” with a happy family life, 
Judge Taylor finds that certain 
old-time rules for happy weddings 
hold good today. 

“The way to reach a man has 
always been through his stomach,” 
he observed, “and that is just as 
true now as it was when every 
girl was trained to be an expert 
housewife as a matter of course. 

“There are too many girls who 
don’t know anything about-hotise- 
work. Why, some of them don't 
even know how to fry eggs. Many 
well meaning girls try to learn 
housekeeping after they get mar- 
ried. Sometimes their husbands 
don’t take into consideration the 
fact it takes time and practice. 
Discord develops right there. 

“If only young couples would 
realize that it’s the little quarrels 
which lead to big ones and that 
each one leaves a scar my docket 
would be much lighter. It’s hardly

The 
same simple rule applies to enun- 
ciation. He views with scorn the 
claims of voice teachers. 

“Lincoin had a bad voice, but it 
was sufficient for what he had to 
say, and that rocked the world,” is 
his answer to the grandiose claims 
of the elocutionists. He doesn't 
elocute. He just “says.” 

Maybe this sounds easy. But be- 
hind it, one must consider, that 
there is more than a century of 
heredity. He comes of perhaps the 
oldest theatrical family in the 
world. He, his sister, Ethel, his 
brother, John, represent brilliant 
history in the theater in America 


and England. The Drews and the 


Barrymores are linked indelibly 
with the stage’s most brilliant tra- 
ditions. His father before him, his 
grandfather, and on back several 
generations, stood foremost in the 
field of acting. An artist doesn’t 
need rules, when art is bred in him. 
* — * 
HE many-sidedness of his tal- 
T ents is as astounding as the man 
himself. He studied painting in 
Paris. He was a successful illus- 
trator in New York: He is a pianist 
of rare gifts, and a composer of 
equal artistry. He has composed 
exquisite concertos and sonatas. As 
a screen director he pioneered the 
onward progress of the then limited 
talking picture in his handling of 
“Madam X.“ He directed Lawrence 
Tibbett in the first great singing 
picture, “The Rogue Song.” 
He had planned to stay at direct- 


ing, but the part in “A Free Soul“, 


intrigued him--and, as it turned 
out later, catapulted him to screen 
stardom and the “best performance” 
award of the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences. 

Born in Philadelphia, the son of 
Maurice and Georgie Drew Barry- 
more, his life from the first was in 
the theater. He was educated by 
private tutors. His first stage ap- 
pearance was in a play with his 
mother. He enacted a crying child. 
He and John used to play about 
backstage while his father, out in 
front, was making theatrical his- 
tory in New York. 

Lionel’s experience, like John’s, 
embraced road companies and stock 
houses, “rep shows” and ten-twenty- 
thirty mellers in the early days. 
He was lucky, Lionel reminisces, if

he got $5 a week. Then came en- 
gagements in New York. Both he 
and John were restive. John tried 
cartooning, Lionel illustrating. They 
returned to the stage together, in 
“Peter Ibbetson,” which was fol- 
lowed by a second smashing suc- 
cess, “The Jest.” “Laugh, Clown, 
Laugh,” “The Copperhead” and 
other big stage roles won Lionel 
further fame. 

His first roles in pictures were in 
studios about New York, and he 
played comedy, as in “Boomerang 
Bill.” 

He was fat then, according to the 
story John tells, but reduced on an 
“eat and grow thin” diet and by 
running around a reservoir daily 
with seven sweaters on. He was 
always a nut for gymnasium work. 
He and Zbyszko, later world cham- 
pion wrestler, used to wrestle in 
gymnasium practice daily. 

For years he gravitated between 
stage and screen, from away back 
in the old Griffith days at Mara- 
monek. He first came to the 
Metro- Goldwyn - Mayer studios, 
where he is now under contract, in 
Rex Beach’s “The Barrier,” played 
in “The Mysterious Island,” “Wom- 
en Love Diamonds” and other silent 
pictures. He scored a real hit in 
the first talking picture feature 
drama, “The Lion and the Mouse,” 
in the role of Jeff Ryder, then de- 
cided he’d rather be a director.

He believes that while an actor 
may be his poorest critic, he’s his 
own best director. When he was 
directing he adhered strictly to the 
formula of letting his actors use 
their brains. 

His formula for a successful pic- 
ture is as simple as the instruc- 
tions for cooking a fish in “Alice in 
Wonderland.” 

“First, you get a good play,” he 
remarks. August Vollmer, the 
criminologist, once pointed out that 
a motive that might drive one man 
merely to laughter might drive an- 
other to murder. Hence, the actor 
has to study closely the nature of 
his character. As Rasputin, for in- 
stance, I read everything on the 
man, and conceived an idea — I 
think the correct one—of him. Here 
was a fellow capable of making 
himself believe any sort of fantas- 
tic creed he himself invented, He 
hypnotized himself—and others— 
into belief. Still he was not at 
heart, perhaps, a charlatan. An- 
other actor might have got an en- 
tirely different picture of the man’s 
mind. That's why two actors won't 
play the same part alike—and each 
of them will probably be right.” 

He is happily married and he and 

his wife live in a quiet home in 
Beverly Hills. He adores John’s 
babies and Ethel’s children. He has 
two pet dogs.
